He will 
take the oath of office before the privy coun- 
cll and wilt be proclaimed king at 2 o'clock 
today as George V. His first official act wae 
to dispatch to the lord mayor the announce- 
ment of his father’s death, in pursuance of 
custom.

I am deeply grieved to inform you that 
my beloved father, the king, passed away 
peacefully at 11:45 tonight.

Financial London Stirred. 

Financial London was gravely interested 
in the startling rews of the kiné’s condition. 
The city had been experiencing a gigantic 
stock boom. The public, after having kept 
their purses tied up tightly since the Boer 
wer, had begun pouring out millions in the 
purchase of rubbér shares in innumerable 
new companies, dozens of which’are floated

News of the king’s {!iness shocked the finan- 
cial. district, because it disarranged the plans 
of the financiers.

Pfemier Asquith, 
who is in Spain, cannot reach London before 
Monday. 

It is the duty of the members of both houses 
of pariiament to meet without summons as 
soon as they can assemble, to take the oath 
of allegiance and receive the message of the 
king. Speaker Lowther of the house of com- 
mons, however, is in Constantinople. 

The aldermen of the city of London will

Effect Is Worldwide.

LONDON, May 7, 3 a. m.—All the morning 
papers appear with heavy mourning borders 
and full biographies of the dead sovereign. 
They publish editorials deploring the nation’s 
loss, with many columna of dispatches from 
abroad, testifying to the intensity of interest 
his sudden loss has excited throughout the 
world. 

Little yet has been heard on the subject 
of the new king, but the universal burden 
of the editorials is to remind the empire of 
the great loss sustained. 

“In the genith of his fame, and what 
seemed to his loyal subjects but the middle 
of his reign, he has been suddenly, stricken 
down,”’ says the Morning Post. “ Seldom 
has an English king and never has a British 
king enjoyed throughout his life the same 
kindly personal affection as always attended 
King Edward. Only now, too late, will mez 
find how much they owed to him and how 
great a part he unostentatiously played.”’ 


Tells of Regard Abroad. 

The Telegraph says: “Even in France 
and the United States, King Edward com- 
mands well nigh as warm regard as can 
ever be extended to their own rulers, and if 
this was the case abroad, what shall we say 
of the feelings with which our, beloved sover- 
eign was regarded at home. N ot three kings 
in the whole range of our history enjoyed 
at any time such universal! affection as was 
given to Edward VII. throughout his life.’’

LONDON, May %—The remarkable fortt- 
tude with which the king bore his grave 
iHiness is thus described by a high official 
who visited his majesty on public business 
Friday: 

“The strong personality which character- 
ized the king when in perfect health was no 
less marked when his condition was such 
as to cause the doctors the greatest anxiety. 

‘7 am told by persons present at the palace 
Thursday that though the king was visibly 
so ill that if it were the case of an ordinary 
citizen hie doctors would have sent him to 
bed, his majesty. deliberated on matters of 
state in the keenest manner and sent for 
persons concerned respectively ih the bust- 
nese under consideration.

He believed that once al 
the pin pricks in the relations of the two 
countries were removed they would be able 
to act together in the most friendly spirit in 
conneetion with all the world questions af- 
fecting their respective interests. 

He not only gave his approval to the nego- 
tiations which resulted in an agreement to 
refer the Alaskan dispute to arbitration un- 
der conditions that could only result in a de- 
cision favorable to the United States, but used 
his influence subsequently to dissipate the 
dissatisfaction felt both in England and Can- 
ada over the award. He made it a point to 
maintain the most friendly relations with the 
American embassy, paying flattering atten- 
tions to Joseph H. Choate of New York when 
the latter was the American diplomatic rep- 
resentative in London and subsequently to 
Whitelaw Reid, who now holds that post. 

King’s Attitude Important. 

The king’s attitude was important not only 
in its direct effect upon the Americans hon- 
ored by his consideration and friendship, 
but upon the entire world of British society 
and officialdom which is always eager to 


‘follow the royal lead. 


As an indication of the policy of Edward, 
it may be remarked that he made it a point 
at the drawing rooms to receive as large 
a number of Americans as possibie, and at 
that held on March 4 last sixteen young 
American girls were presented to his ma- 
jesty. 

Under the circumstances, it is considered 
only fitting in official and congressional 
circles in Washington that ample testimony 
should be given to the sympathy which is 
felt by the people of the United States for 
the people of England in their bereavement. 


Conference at White House. 


There was a conference at the White House 
tonight between the president and Secre- 
tary Knox, at which the latter presented a 
note he had received from the British am- 
bassador,- James Bryce, announcing the re- 
ceipt of a cable message from the British 
minister of foreign affairs, conveying the 
news of the death of the king. 

Mr. Bryce said it was his melancholy duty 
to request the secretary of state to bring the 
gad intelligence to the knowledge of the presi- 
dent and his cabinet. 

The president at once dictated a message to 
the widowed queen, extending bis sincere 
sympathy and that of the American people 
in her personal bereavement and In the loss 
Great Britain has suffered in the death of 
its illustrious sovereign. : 

Secretary Knox also sent a dispatch to the 
American ambassador in London directing 
him to express to the minister of foreign 
affairs the profound sorrow of the people of 
the United States at the death of the king 
and the deep sympathy felt with the people 
of the British empire in their great affliction. 

Senator Cullom has sent out notices calling 
La meeting of the foreign relations committee 
of the senate to consider reporting favora- 
bly to the senate a resolution in which the 
senate will deplore the death of his majesty. 


Resolution of Sympathy.

Present Situation Recalls Case in Which 
Joseph C. Mackin Was Sentenced for 


Perjury. 


That telling fairy tales to a grand jury is a 
dangerous amusement was first proved in 
Chicago in 1885. 

Proof had been offered that a ballot box in 
what is now the Twenty-second ward had 
been stuffed at the election of 1884, and the 
difference was enough to elect Rudolph 
‘Brand, a , State senator from the 
then Sixth district, ‘over Henry W. Leman, 
the Republican candidate. This meant a 
Democratic majority on joint ballot at 
Springfield and the election of a Democrat as 
senator in place of John A. Logan. 

Joseph C. Mackin was then the genera) 
factotum of Michael UC. McUVonaid, and Mc- 
Donald wae the Democratic boss of Chicago 
while Mackin Was the “ secretary of ali the 
committees.” Mackin and William Galla- 
gher were accused of ballot box stuffing in the 
federal court and sentenced to two years at 
Joliet, but Judge Tuthbill, who was then 
United States district attorney, tried tnem 
op an information instead of having them in- 
dicted by a grand jury, and the United 
States Supreme court promptly overruled the 
verdict of the district one. 

Subsequently, when it was published that 
the state court intended to take the matter 
up, Mackin laughed the news to scorn. 

When Mackin jauntily appeared before the 
grand jury he committed perjury. The 
state's attorney promptly had him indicted 
and sent him to Jolet for five years.

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of the British monarchy, the judgment 
of his own time has placed him high 
among statesmen, deeming his influence 
in world politics not only powerful but 
beneficent. Certainly among his own peo- 
ple he had won a personal affection and 
a personal confidence hardly, if at all, 
less remarkable than that enjoyed by 
Queen Victoria, and this although for 
many years his way of living was not 
acceptable to a considerable class of his 
subjects. 

But from his tardy accession to the 
throne, his political gifts, which had had 
up to that time emall chance of employ- 
ment, developed unexpectedly, and one 
who was hailed as another “ Tailor 
King” was soon recognized as a master 
diplomat, perhaps the ablest of his day. 

In what measure the remarkable suc- 
cess of English diplomacy during the last 
decade has been built upon the statecraft 
of EXxdward must be left for history to 
declare. In both Lansdowne, the Tory, 


and Grey, the Liberal, the empire has 


‘had as foreign secretaries men of excep- 
tional skill and experience. Yet there is 
little doubt today that to the king him- 
self is to be ascribed the chief credit for 
the almost uninterrupted series of suc- 
cesses achieved by England in the read- 
justment of her foreign relations during 
his brief reign of nine years. 

When Bdwaerd VII. came to the throne 


‘Bngiand was in a position of “«plendid ” 


but disquieting isolation, The Boer,war 
had proved a staggering blow to her mill- 
tary prestige, and the figure of the Ger 
man war lord towered thréateningly over 
the world. There were many in those 
days who believed the sun of England's 
greatness was setting. There are few 
of that opinion today. : 

The first stroke was the alliance with 
Japan, a step darkly received, but which 
powerfully etrengthened England in the 
far east and discouraged any aggressive 
action which the revelations of her mili- 
tary weakness might have encouraged in 
that quarter. 
 The-alfance with France following the 
disaster to Russia in the Japanese con- 
flict, compacts with Italy, Spain, and 
Portugal, and a rapprochement with Rus- 
sia, which has relieved the strain in the 
near east and on the Indian border, have 
succeeded one after the other, until Hng- 
iand’s foreign relations are now a_net- 
work of strands supporting her powerful- 
ly. She is no longer in splendid but peril- 
ous isolation. She is the first of world 
powers. « 

These have been ‘victories of peace and 
they have nmiade for the peace of Burope. 
A statecraft eo directed has the force of 
world opinion running in its favor in our 
day, but it is none the less profound be- 

cauge of that. 

In all this King Wdward was the pro- 
tagonist. His diplomacy was the new di- 
plomacy. It was straightforward though 
adroit. It expressed an enlightened, pa- 
triotic selfishness, of ‘course,: but it .in- 
cluded among its aims. not merely the 
welfare: of <his empire but the welfare, 
through peace, of christendom. 

Of King Bdward's part in domestic af- 
fairs less is said. His principal achieve 
ments, as his chief abilities, were in diplo- 
macy. Yet it is now known that he had 
much to do with the settlement of the 
great railroad etrike; his influence was for 
conciliation with the Irish; he urged peace 
with the Boers.

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THE DECAY OF THE PSEUDONYM 

The fact that the name of Mark Twain 
was familiar to many thousand persons 
who never heard of Samuel L. Clemens 
recalle the decay of the pseudonym. In 
the days when the humorist adopted as a 
pen name the cal] of the Mississippi river 
boatmen it was most common for weitere 
to use the nom de plume, as it has come 
to be called. “Artemus Ward,” “ Philan- 
der Q. Doesticks,” “Mrs. Partington,” 
“Sam Slick,” “Petroleum V. Nasby,” 
“Sut Lovingood,” “Orpheus C. Kerr,” 
“Panny Fern,” “John Pheonix,” were 
only a few of the names assumed by 
writers in this country forty of more years 
ago. Now few contemporaries use the 
pseudonym. “Octave Thanet,” as Miss 
French calls herself, is nearly the only 
example of its survival. 

In Bngland “ Laces Malet” and “ Frank 
Danby” are the chief pen names which 
recall themselves among present writers. 
“Anthony Hope,” being the first part of 
Mr. Hawkins’ name, hardly comes under 
that head; “F. Anstey” and “ Hugh 
Conway ” were popular a féw years ago. 

In France the practice has been common 
for centuries not only among writers but 
people of all classes. “ Pierre Loti” and 
“Anatole France” are more prominent 
than any other pseudonyms of the present 
day. But even there the fashion is in 


decay.

Temps Commends Peace Talk. 

PARIS, May 6.—The Temps,’ while avoid- 

ing a direct indorsement of Mr. Roosevelt's 
suggestion for a league of peace, warmly 
commends his utterances at Christiazsiia, 
saying they prove that Mr. Roosevelt, al- 
though a realist, harbors the most audacious 
hopes. 
* He admits,”’ says the paper, “ that cen- 
turies may pass before the league of peace 
is realized, but he insists upon the fact that 
it can be realized. 

“This striving for an ideal amid the ob- 
stacies of the present furnishes additional 
proof of Mr. Roosevelt's loyalty to the basic 
principles of fundamental justice and right 
which he preaches,” 

The Journal des Debats considers that Mr. 
Roosevelt's action, being unlike those of 
many paciMicists, gives him the right to 
preach international peace, and wholly ap- 
proves of the four points of his plan. The 
paper continves: 

“A league of peace among nations strong 
and conscious of their strength is, and will 
remain for a long time in the future, the best 
means of ineuring the peace of the world.’’ 


TYPHOID EXPERT ATTACKS 
THE SWOPE CASE ANALYSIS. 


Dr. EB. E. Smith Says Hydrocyanic 
Acid Might Have Resulted from Use 
of the Embalming Fluid. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 6.—Dr. E. E. Smith, 
chief of Dr. B. C, Hyde's staff of experts, 
and the man who made an extended study 
of the case of “ Typhoid Mary,’’ New York's 
celebrated alleged disseminator of fever 
germs, testified in the Swope murder trial 
today. 

He attacked as defective the analysis made 
upon the liver of Col. Thomas H. Swope by 
Dr. VV. C. Vaughn. Dr. Smith said that the 
color test used to prove the presence of 
strychnine might have been responded to by 
as small a particle of the drug as from one 
twenty-seven-thousandth to one one-hun- 
dGred-thousandth of a grain. 

Both Dr. Smith and Dr. Cross swors that 
hydrocyanic acid might have nianifested it- 
self in Col. ‘Swope's body as a result of the 
intro@uction of embalming fluid. The fluid 
used contained formakiehyde.. This, when 
blended with the ammonia ¢n- body, pro- 
duced hydrocyanic acid, saidrthe experts.

The tariff commission section was drawn 
by, Congressman Tawney of Minnesota, 
chairman of the committee on appropria- 
tions, and by Congressman Walter L Smith 
of Iowa, a member of that committee.

day afternoon. Deaconess Rutledge is the Epis- 
copal Jane Addams of Manila. She is the set- 
tlement worker at the Episcopal mission two 
miles out from the American residential sec- 
tion of the city, and it was about the work at 
the settlement that she came to tell the women 
of Chicago. 

Primarily the afternoon was arranged for the 
women of the Episcopal church, for Deaconess 
Rutledge is one of the workers supported by 
the \fund established twenty-one years ago by 
the women of this denomination as a thank of- 
fering. The pledges are given in addition to 
other pledges and are voluntary. three 
years they are gathered together into what is 
known as the united offerings, the united col- 
leetion announced at the triennial meetings of 
the bishops of the church. The next of these 
meetings takes place in Cincinnati in October. 

The first of the offerings amounted to $2,000, 
the latest to $225,000, and this year’s contribu- 
tion, which is expected to exceed that, is to be 
used for the furtherance of the missionary set- 
tlement and general work of the women mis- 
stonaries in the east. One of the interesting 
features of the work outlined by Deaconess 
Rutledge, who is at home for a year’s furlough, 
was that of the establishment of an exchange 
where the poorer women are taught sewing and 
the preservation of thelr own native embrotl- 
dery. In this manner they are taught to pro- 
vide for themselves.

Story of a Divided Family.

Three years ago he sent for his 
wife and three children. At home, he had never 
given them the name Bsposito, as he desired to 
keep from them the shame of his birth, for Es- 
posito means “exposed."” The little family of 
four, under the name which he had assumed 
when he married, Falcone, went to Palermo. 
There the little Miss with the kinky hair was 
rejected for trachoma. The mother and the 
other two children sailed away, leaving her 
in charge of the grandmother. Three months 
ago, the miss, having been cured of trachoma, 
sailed from Palermo in second cabin for New 
York, with a.friend. The scars of her trachoma 


‘were not observed and she passed the first bar- 


rier. Her ,father claimed her, but when asked 
his name, replied Esposito. The girl’s name on 
her passport was Giuseppe Falcone. In spite of 
protestations of father and mother, the girl was 
denied admission. And here she is in Sciacca. 
The ‘father has lost $200 and his daughter. On 
the death of the grandmother, it will not be 
difficult to fortell the girl's fate. 

I haye tried to find evidence of change in 
Sciacca due to American money. I have not 
sneceeded. At one end of town, I found what 
appeared to be some new buildings, plain, 
straight walls.of rough stone, divided into cells, 
with rarely a window. They say here that 

has been an enormous change in Sciacca 
It is seen not so much in the outward ma- 
terial condition as in the life of the people 
themselves. They go to America slaves; they 
come back looking, acting, talking like gentie- 
men. . 
Misery Twenty Years Ago. 


Twenty years ago, the amount of miséry in 
the town was enormous.

BESITY in the young is uswally due to 

an inherited tendency, and may be 

most difficult to overcome unless pa- 

tient persistence in self-denial can be

265 Ber, box, 


California Iines Always Got 
$2.50 a Car in Addition to 
Regular Freight Charge, 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—In a report by 
Commissioner Franklin K, Lane, made public 
today, the interstate commerce 

has rendered its decision in the so-called San 
Francisco and Los Angeles “ switching 
cases,” involving the right of the carriers to 
make an additional charge for receiving and 
delivering carload freight to and from indus- 


side tracks. | 
For years it has been the practice of rail- 
roads entering San Francisco and Los An- 
geles to exact a charge of $2.50 a car in addl- 
tion to the regular freight charge for this 
spur track delivery. The commission holds 
that this is unreasonable and unlawful and 
directs that it be dissontinued. 

Called “Cartage by Rail.” 
The railroads contended that the de'tvery of 
freight under such circumstances was in 
the nature of “ cartage by rail,”’ for which a 
separate charge should be made. The com- 
mission holds that while a delivering carrier 
may furnish cartage as an accessorial service 
and may charge therefor as a distinct termi- 
nal service, such cartage must be supplemen- 
tal to the delivery which the carrier is re- 
quired to make under its published rates. 
The opinion holds that “ spur track delivery 
in such cages is designated as a substitute 
service. It relieves the carriers’ team tracks 
and sheds, necessitating less outlay for ex- 
pensive yards in a crowded city, promotes 
the speedy release of equipment, and aids in 
conducting a comhmerce which is greater 
than the carriers’ own facilities could freely, 
adequately, and economically handle.” 


Old Complaint of Shippers. 
This switching charge for a long time has 
been a cause of complaint by California ship- 
pers, Although the practice of spur track 
delivery is universal throughout the United 
States, it never has been the custom to make 
a special charge for the service except in 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, and San Diego.

In August, 1849, Edward saw Ireland for 
the first time. With his parents he received a 
reception at Queenstown, which was so en- 
thusiastic that he never forgot it. 
The prince had visited Ireland, Scotland, 
end Wales before he was brought to public 
Motice in England. It was in October, 1849, 
that Englishmen had an opportunity to sa-
